I have, however, seen 
gunB of Messrs. Clabrough at prices from *75 to *85 in the hands 
of some sportsmen which were excellent at the figures, and would 
compare very favorably with guns of any other Birmingham 
makers. 

This letter has been written, not with the object of reflecting 
upon Messrs. Clabrough or their guns, but Bimply to refute the 
statements of an individual who is either very Ignorant of what 
he writes about, or wilfully misrepresents for a purpose best 
known to himself. Alta. 


dents who write in the interests of gun dealers, I do not insist that 
this or that action Is perfect. They will claim nothing but good 
for the action or gun they puff, hoping thereby to make a sale 
for the gun dealer and get their percentage. Always remember 
that guns are, like most other things in this world, for sale. 

It is business to make sales, but, unfortunately for the buyers, 
It does not always do to take for gospel truths all that the sales¬ 
man—or his agent—tells you In praise of 1>Ib goods. He may 
show a very beautiful sample to you, but will the stock be like it? 
I know of one much puffed American gun firm, who recently 
built a gun for a dealer. It was the first they had ever sold him, 
and it was reasonable to suppose that they would build a good 
one, In hopes of future trade. In due time the gun came to hand. 
The dealer kept it a week or so and then parted with it. The 
present owner of the gun likes it very well, but does not know 
what a really good gun Is. The dealer makes no remarks about 
the gun, os its present owner lives in the same town, but I have 
the beet of reasons for thinking that the dealer was not sorry 
to part with the gun. But then, gentlemen, this is business, you 
know. 


Breech Actions, 


BY RECAFPER. 

It is very amusing to me to see the comments and restrictions 
by various writers, in your colums, on my letters on guns. Al¬ 
most every ono thinks he alone is right, and though very evi¬ 
dently writing in the interest of some particular gun or maker, 
each oue of them strives to conceal the fact, yet often makes a la¬ 
mentable failure. 

Gentlemen, why will you strive so hard and so unavallingly to 
hide the wolf under the sheep's hide! Come out boldly, and puff 
your favorite gun or maker as much as you wish, or as the editor 
of the Chicago Field will allow. 

Why not admit the fact, well known to all, that almost any 
breech action you can name can lay claim to some good points, 
but that it may, and does have its bad points as well! 

“Which is the best i” you may ask; but if I were to answer you, 
you would stick to your choice, after all. I may, however, state 
in general terms, that I hold that action to be the best which 
gives the greatest number of desirable results, with the leastcom- 
pllcated mechanism, and the least friction of the working parts. 

Let us examine some of the actions best known, and see what 
arc their weak points. In the first place, I claim that any action 
with an extended rear lump fitting into a slot in the face of the 
false breech, Is not constructed on sound principles. And why i 
Because if the gun is fitted with barlocks a space must be cut in 
for the mainspring, and such cutting away is unavoidable, and to 
a certain extent weakens the angle of the action. Yet in order 
to use the extended lump still more of the action must be cut 
away, increasing the weakness just where the greatest strain is 
brought to bear. The result of this weakness in guns so built is 
that the barrels will gradually leave the face of the false breech 
at top—though remaining close at bottom—through the action 
becoming bent forward and downward at the angle; and the only 
remedy is to have the action bent back again, which is but tem¬ 
porary relief, as on using the gun the angle of the action will 
again be bent, and no compensating lump yet built will prevent 
it on an action of this style. The gTcat point in a breech action 
Is to have the barrels held firmly against the face of the false 
breech, and this Important point was overlooked in all of the ear¬ 
lier breech actions, aDd is still overlooked In many now made. 
Wcatley Richards undertook to overcome this evil with his ex¬ 
tended rib, with its hook on the under side engaging into a re¬ 
cess in the top of the false breech, and the locking bolt working 
in the top of the action. It was au excellent idea, but it did not 
go far enough, Inasmuch as they did away with the rear lump 
with its great resisting surface, and trusted to the hinge joint 
(worked out of the solid body of the action), and to the hook 
under the extended rib. As the hinge pin is below the axis of 
the barrels, this gives to the barrels when the gun is fired a tend¬ 
ency to leap upward at the breech end, and the hook on the ex¬ 
tended rib cannot resist this tendency, as It is pointed at some¬ 
what of an angle on account of Its bearing being above the line 
of the hinge pin on which the barrels turn. This brings all the 
strain upon the locking bolt and its surroundings, which being a 
mere shell of a part of the action, causes the bolt 
In time to wear loose, and the gun becomes shakey. 
The removal of the rear lump has another weakening tendency, 
as it puts upon the extended rib all the burden of 
preventing lateral vibration, as the front lumps being so far from 
the face of the false breech, allows too much leverage to the bar¬ 
rels. Greener in his “wedge-fast” action retains the rear lumpB, 
but the top bolt ho uses does not effectually hold the barrels to 
the face of the false breech, for the reason that It does not fit 
into the opposite side of the body as a perfect bolt. The end of 
this top bolt Is beveled to allow the extended rib to push it on 
one side In closing the gun, and, as this bolt works in one side 
of the body of the action, and does not enter the opposite side, 
all strain opon the extended rib has to be borne by one end of 
the top bolt alone, and sustained by one side of the body only. 
W. A C. 8cott <fe Sons have introduced many contrivances, but 
as In none of them do they make any attempt to hold the rear 
end of the barrels and face of false breech together, except In 
their last Invention, It Is not worth my while to notice them here. 
Even their last action has no claim to merit, as the lever which 
they claim holds the barrels against the false breech, has no bear¬ 
ing In the body of the action, the whole of It being cut away to 
make room for the rib to pass. Of the ordinary “trade" ex¬ 
tended rib It Is scarcely worth while to speak. It Is technically 
called the “doll's head,” and is more than useless, cutting away 
the body of the action in order to make a recess for Its reception, 
and giving not ODe atom of binding power. But It must not be 
supposed that I condemn the extended rib when built od right 
principles, as, when It Is so built, it, with other properly adjusted 
attachments, la one of the best—If not the beet—of fastenings. 
I know of guns built with certain forms of extended ribs, both 
here and In England. They are not built by makers who build 
for the trade, and as I have been accused of writing In the Inter¬ 
est of different makers, at different times, I will not give the 
names of the makers of these guns through your columns. For¬ 
merly I looked upon the extended lump beneath the barrels, as 
one giving a powerful hold, and Btated so publicly; but my own 
experience has taught me, in connection with the experience of 
others, that this is a fallaoy. Unlike some of your oorrespon- 


Arizona SronT.—Aberdeen, Md. —Editor Chicago Field :— I 
am in receipt of a letter from a friend, Dr. M., now stationed in 
Arizona, dated Camp Bowie. The Doctor Is an ardent sportsman, 
and takes great interest in all matters pertaining to field sports, 
and is a thorough gentleman, endowed with all the qualities of 
head and heart to make him a genial companion and an interest¬ 
ing correspondent; and as I have seen no communication in your 
columns from that territory, a synopsis of the part of his letter 
descriptive of the game and shooting may be not uninteresting to 
your readers. 

The shooting is tolerably good in season, there being three va¬ 
rieties of quail, but only one species affords as good sport as does 
the Eastern variety. The others will not lie to a dog under any 
circumstances, taking wing at long distances, and as soon as they 
light commencing to run with a speed and persistency which 
makes it useless to attempt to Bhoot over dogs. 

Deer and antelope may be had for the hunting (or rather for 
the killing), for they are found (especially the former) in such in¬ 
accessible places that It Is almost Impossible to bring them to bag, 
and Is at best a very arduous amusement. Then too hunting In 
Arizona is not the same safe Bport we enjoy in the civilized world. 
As Dr. M. says, "Lo, the poor Indian, is ever ready to scoop In 
the unwary.” When sportsmen go on a hunting trip It is neces¬ 
sary if they would save tbelr scalps to keep one of their number 
on guard duty during the night, but the officers of the U. S. A. 
stationed there have a way of escaping this disagreeable duty, 
and that Is to take one or two privates with them on their hunting 
excursions to perform the part of sentry. It is also necessary to 
be well mounted to be safe from the prowling savages. 

In speaking of his dog which he took with him from the East 
(a splendid specimen of the thoroughbred pointer), he says: "Biz 
has already distinguished himself and made many friends by his 
splendid performances on the game birds of the surrounding 
country.” There is one thing a sportsman bred in other climes 
notices, and that la the total absence of the snipe family and the 
waders generally, but this deficiency is more than compensated 
for by the abundance of other game,as compared with the rapidly 
decreasing numbers in the more thickly settled states east of the 
Mississippi. 

For those who love a spice of danger “hi theirs,” there is a 
chance to try their skill on more formidable game. To quote: 
“I shot a large wild cat while out scouting, just this side of the 
Mexican line. There was only one tree in sight, and although we 
passed It at some distance, I perceived the “gentleman” crouch¬ 
ing In it, and condescended to go back and Investigate him. I 
put a carbine bullet through him so quickly ‘it made his head 
swim;’at aU events he came to the ground,"and Ills skull now 
graces my mantel.”

Warren Notes. —Warren, Pa .—Editor Chicago Field :—The 
pigeon business has been lively in this section for several weeks. 
The birds are nesting twenty miles away in the dense woods of 
Forest county. Sheffield, twelve miles east of us on the Phila¬ 
delphia A Erie railroad, Is the best point of shipment. I learn 
from the freight agent at that place, that up to last Monday, May 
18, 505,610 birds, dead and alive, have been shipped from that 
station. Probably 150,000 more have gone from Tldloute, Tio- 
esta, Kane and other stations. Most of these bave been shipped 
dead, about 300 In a barrel. Latterly as the market declines 
more live birds are shipped. The Buffalo clubs get birds for the 
N. Y. state shoot at Sheffield. 

Of course, this all makes business for hotel keepers, teamsters 
and laborers. The roads are fearful, and teamsters demand and 
receive their “own prices,” because the pigeon netters can't get 
their birds to market without them. Live pigeons sell here now 
for seventy-five cents to one dollar per dozen. Local pigeon shoots 
are among the luxuries of the season and crack shots are multi¬ 
plying rapidly. 

An effort Is being made In our legislature at Harrisburg to 
prohibit netting pigeons for the market entirely. But the 
chances of any change in our game law this session are doubtful. 
I will advise you If we succeed.

It Is quite true that the California club used principally Cla- 
brough’s guns, some six out of nine, I am told, but “Pacific” for¬ 
got to state that not one of the guns used by the Gun Club were 
by that maker, Scott, Greener, Westley, Richards, Tipping <fc 
Lawden, Purdey and Gates being the makers represented. That 
the Gun Club lost the match In question, Is also true—were badly 
beaten; but that was not the fault of the gum or their makers, but sim¬ 
ply that their guns were not held straight. The Gun Club represen t- 
atlvee with two or three exceptions, weregreen hands,and had never 
stood before a crowd, or where such heavy betting was going on, 
and although I understand that they shoot exceedingly well 
among themselves and on the field, they had to succumb on this 
occasion through losing their nerve. 

The statement of “Pacific” that Clabrough'e guns are princi¬

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Breeding Crawfish.— While In Berlin last Fall “doing" the 
Hah markets, we fortunately came across Mr. Mlcha, a Ash-monger 
w |m has a stand In Wallstrasse, of that city, who dealB In craw- 
lleh on an extensive scale, and breeds many. His arrangements 
are simple and we give his words as be related his process. 

“I have,” said ho, “breeding pens twenty feet long, by ten feet 
wldo, with little blind drains, that Is, small openings like drains 
but closed so that tho crawfish cannot escape. The whole Is built 
of brick laid In cement with a small stream running in at the top 
at one end and out at the top at the other. 

These blind drains, or biding places arc three Inches wldo, ten 
inches high, and two foot long; two are made In every foot. In 
early Spring I put In the females that have eggs when they take 
possession of the drains and batch the eggs under their tails. I 
feed the young till Autumn when I distribute them to parties 
who stock lakes and streams with them, and from whom I buy 
my stock for market. I presume that I buy many that I have 
hatched. I do not know how long It takes them to grow.” 

Mr. Mlcha had at this time one million crawfish In hiB store. 
We did not sec hls breeding place which la some distance from 
the city. He buys them from all over Germany and even from 
Russia, and ships to England and other countries, and Is probably 
the largest dealer In this article In the world. The crawfish Is 
extensively used In Germany, the smaller ones for making soup 
and the larger for salads and eating as we eat lobster. They are 
quite expensive, the smaller ones, of three Inches, selling at the 
rate of sixty for twenty-five cents, and the large fat ones, of six 
Inches or so, only ten for that amount. 

There Is but one species there, we believe, Astacus JluviatUis, 
and they closely resemble our A. barUmi. The only place that 
we find them for sale In America Is at Blackford’s, In Fulton 
Market; they come from Wisconsin and sell at t8 per hundred. 

We learned to eat them bn a former trip to Germany and find 
them excellent; boil and eat them as lobster. Large ones are 
found In Kansas, In fact the largest that we have ever seen, but 
do not remember the measure, and It was too long ago to guess 
at It. It Is said that they are found ten Inches long In Oregon. 
The crawfish of the Western country, A. missistippiensis does not 
confine Itself to streams but burrows In the prairie, going down to 
water; the settlers In digging wells follow a crawfish hole down 
and aro sure to strike It. They raise a mound around the hole of 
six to ten Inches high and when the prairies are flooded come to 
the top and rest with head and claws out of water. 

To dress a crawfish, break off the tclson or last joint and draw 
the Intestine out with It, this Is best done while alive, then boll, 
and In breaking off the head the stomach comes with it, and the 
remainder, except the shell, Is eatable. 

Mbdicus to Mr. Green. —Brooklyn, L. I .—Editor Chicago 
field: —Mr. Green Is wrong In stating that I have “attacked” 
him because I do not believe that one hundred gold fish devoured 
four thousand trout In three days, and, as Is hls usual custom, 
demands that I publish my real name. Now I do not hanker 
after newspaper notoriety and being a private citizen I claim the 
right to crltlslze the acta of public men; and as Mr. Green in a 
public man he should not allow hls vanity to be hurt by a fair 
crstlclsm of hls statements. If some great sheep herder comes 
out with the assertion that 100 sheep have devoured four thou¬ 
sand rabbits In three days woull Mr. Greene believe It because a 
man who had bred more sheep than he has, said sol Further, I do 
not believe that any man who Is familiar with the habits of gold 
fish believes It. If goldfish have suddenly changed their nature 
we want to know It, but the mass of the people are too enlight¬ 
ened to have a belief crowded upon them because one man sayB 
so, even If that man Is the greatest man In America. Of course, 
Mr. G. may decline to argue the question with me under a nom de 
plume, that is a good way to get rid of It; but as my address Is 
known to the Chicago Field that Is sufficient for me If not for 
him. He must remember that the newspaper Is a public organ, 
and that a reader who Is a private citizen does not care to parade 
his name In the manner that people In official life do. And that 
to compel them to do so would at once put a muzzle on them; 
besides, the readers of your paper are the jury who will pas6 
their judgment on what a man nays and are Indifferent as to i oho 
lie Is. I urn Inclined to think that Mr. Green has made a mis¬ 
take tn his tacts, and ! believe that It Is just and right to ques¬ 
tion them, aDd I assure him that my article was very far from a 
personal attack. Into which he was pleased to construe it. He 
never makes objections to any who In speaking of him spreads 
the flattery on thick, but If one chooses to disagree with him hls 
opinions, however ridiculous they may appear, he calls it uu “at¬ 
tack.” Now, Mr. Green, be fair, show us the teeth In a goldfish 
that they seized the trout with, and why they never eat fish be¬ 
fore. 

Perhaps the Chicago Field will give Its opinion on these can¬ 
nibal goldfish. Medicos.

Where the “McBride” Flieb are Made. —A few days ago 
wc bad the pleasure of dropping In upon Miss 8nra J. McBride, 
the maker of tho celebrated McBride flies, at her new rooms, No. 
889 Broadway, New York. We found her In a cosy atelier busily 
engaged at her beautiful art, and surrounded by cases of natural 
Insects, from which she takes her models, and books on entomol¬ 
ogy, from which, as well as the living Insects and their larval 
forms, she has studied; for Miss McBride Is a naturalist as well 
as an artist, and has published several articles od aquatic Insects. 
Her father established a reputation botb In Great Britain aDd 
America, for neat and artistic work In this line, which has been 
Improved upon, If possible, In hls daughter’s hands. We have 
used these files for years and found the work to be of such a last¬ 
ing quality, that they stand hard work. The stock of bird skins, 
of rare and beautiful plumage, such as golden pheasants, red 
ibis, macaws, etc., with wool, rabbit’s fur, silk, gold and sliver 
thread, and all the other things which are-worked up into tbe 
many kinds of files, are surprising when seen In the mass, and It 
seemed to us, wbo only require a few dozen each season, that 
there was material enough to make flies for all the world. She 
has established an agency at Reddltch, England, and is the 
American agent fpr several English manufacturers of spoon- 
hooks, Unes, etc. Among the novelties we noted a metallic flex- 
lblojnlnnow, which, besides Its side motion, has a revolving one; 
the Caledonian minnow aDd other lures, rods, reels, landing nets, 
fly books, lines, etc., which she has In her stock. A feature In 
her eight-strip bamboo rods Is, that they are made as the reed 
grows, that Is, tbe top of the bamboo makes tbe tip of the rod, 
and care Is taken to preserve this rule In all the joints. On the 
wall we saw a cast of that six and a half pound brook trout, made 
by Dr. E. Sterling, of Cleveland, 0„ from a trout caught by him 
In the Saut 8t. Marie. When visiting New York our friends are 
advised to drop Into tho new studio of Miss McBride. She does all 
her own work and has no agents In America. 

The Hair Snake Question.— Grafton, Vt .—Editor Chicago 
field :—In a late Issue I notice some remarks on the hair snake 
which I read with Interest. We here do not think that you have 


definitely settled the question, and would like a little more light 
on tbe subject. Our experience wl(b them Is that they produco 
their young alive In the water, but our experiments with them, 
or rather with one, lead us to suppose this to be the case; still we 
are not prepared now to assert It as a fact, but will relate the ex¬ 
perience as near os can be recollected: During the Autumn of 
1867, In connection with another gentleman, we were building a 
small trout pond near this village, and frequently noticed these 
"snakes" in the water, and one was captured and placed In a 
wide-mouthed vial of water. It was of rather large size, six or 
seven Inches In length, and about the size of a medium knitting 
pin. Later In the season the snake bccamo at intervals torpid, 
occasionally reviving. At times we thought It dead, but on par¬ 
tially removing It from the water It would gradually draw itself 
back. 

The water was occasionally changed and once or twice frozen 
nearly solid. After a time the animal commenced discharging a 
threadlike white substance in large quantities, and continued to 
do so for several days, voiding many times the length of the 
snake which accumulated In the bottom of the vial. This sub¬ 
stance we thought to be young snakes, but being absent for some 
time It was neglected and perished. We much regret that we 
did not keep notes of the occurrence, but at the ttrne were study¬ 
ing up the trout, of which not as much was known as now. 

We had Intended to report the experiments but have failed to 
do so, and Bhall certainly try to complete them tbe ensuing sea¬ 
son. 

This snake was larger than they usually are, and of lighter 
color, rather redish In its hue. It Is possible that there may be 
more than one variety of them, but we do not look for the “cat 
breed” In our pure water. 

We trust that some of your numerous correspondents may 
have looked the matter up thoroughly and will report their expe¬ 
rience through your valuable columns. 8. W. G. 

Fish Notes From the Quaker City. —Philadelphia, Pa.— 
Editor Chicago Field: —My silence for the last three weeks 
you can charge to press of business, and the length of this com¬ 
munication may be attributed to a feeling of guilt that I have 
allowed so long a time to elapse without writing you of what we 
are doing hereabouts. A few days since, the sportemen assembled 
at Uncle John Krlder’s, corner Second and VValnut streets—our 
headquarters—were thrown Into a state of excitement by the news 
that the blue lish bad appeared at Barncgat. Inlet, N. J. Some 
doubted and others expressed surprise on account of the early 
date, but our friend Kinsey, of hotel fame, arriving from there the 
following day, expelled all doubts and wo learned that already 
2,000 lbs. of fish had been taken by tho several yachts sailing 
from hls house. 

Since the capture of the salmon on the Delaware river near 
Trenton, N. J., four or five more have been taken in nets at 
different points along the river. They are evidently of the same 
hatching, and of which Prof. Spencer Baird says, In speaking of 
the Trenton fish: “I Incline to refer It to the lot of Rhine salmon, 
500,000 eggs of which were imported In 1878 and hatched out by 
Dr. Slack at Bloomsburg; 5,000 only surviving." Homo. 

Madibon Fish Notes.— Madison, WIs.— Editor Chicago Field: 
—The fishery commission have a few days ago placed 50,000 lake 
trout In Boss Lake, St. Croix county, and Clam Lake, Burnett 
county. This week closes the season for distribution. Large 
numbers of trout arc to be placed along the upper Wisconsin 
Central ratlwuy in the lakes abounding In that section of the 
state. First aDd Third lakes at Madison arc to receive a large 
supply of yearling salmon trout. It Is sinful the way fish are 
destroyed in the waters near our city. Not a day passes but fish 
are offered for sale on our streets that have been speared. And 
we arc told of a person, calling himself a gentleman, who makes 
It a business to spear &sli for feed for hls hogs. The law seems 
to be an Idle letter as far as its enforcement is considered. Flue 
strings are made daily and rare sport can be had with little labor.

There was also exhibited a fine salmon weighing eighteen and a 
half pounds, taken at Port Mouinouth, N. J. There have been 
eight salmon caught in the Delaware river last week. The bread 
cast upon the waters has returned. These are days of triumph, 
for tbe fish culturist, who now pulls up hls shirt-collar and calmly 
says, “I told you so.” But really, these fish should be allowed to 
breed this Fall. Our voice Is for protection.

Slow and Sore. 

BT ARNOLD BURGES. 

From tbe various letterB we recelvo from amateur breakers de¬ 
tailing their difficulties or failures and asktog for advice, wc are 
led to believe that the great obstacle to success encountered by 
these gentlemen Is really one of their own creating, and due less 
to Inability to train their pupils than to overhaste and forgetful¬ 
ness of that slow and sure principle that 1 b speclaUy applicable to 
tbe case. 

A professional, whose time Is money, and who must turn out 
hls broken dogs as speedily os possible In order to make It pay, 
Is no criterion for an amateur In hie first attempt. In tbe first 
place professionals, from their great and varied experience, ac- 
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quire both au Intuitive appreciation of canine character, and a 
power of adapting the Instruction to the Individual case, which 
the Inexperienced amateur can no more equal than an apprentice 
boy can compete with a skilled artisan; yet gentlemen who have 
handled but very few, If any, dogs, regard training as a matter of 
a few week’s work only, and In attempting to act upon this Idea 
quickly find themselves In trouble, and then blame the dogs for 
what is their own fault. It seems almost contradictory, but It is, 
nevertheless, true that the more intelligent the dog, the more 
certainty there Is of failure In the training. This Is the natural 
result of the forcing, cramtng process which his teacher resorts 
to, by which the dog becomes confused and in the desire to obey 
makes mistakes, Is punished, and made sulky,and often eventually 
utterly ruined. With a dull pupil If the trainer does not give up 
in despair, he Is forced to devote more time to each point in his 
work, and so In the end often succeeds beyond his expectations. 
In the former instance the dog Is pronounced naturally worthless, 
and In the latter a flrebclas* animal. 

There cannot be any question that every man takes more pleasure 
In the well done work of bis own hands than In that of any other 
person. The labor required gives to the completed result a 
value which nothing else can possess. Thus sportsmen who 
break their own dogs feel a pride and enjoyment In their per¬ 
formance which they would not derive from an even better animal 
obtained through a professional breaker. Of course some men 
will excel In the art of training as greatly as others do In their 
peculiar pursuits, yet dog-breaking Is uo such Intricate work that 
every man cannot make a fair success of it il he will only set 
about it with the same caution he would employ in attempting 
any other Dew occupation. A man of little experience cannot 
appreciate how completely his ultimate success depends upon the 
thoroughness of the first lessons, yet it is those very lessons 
which give him command over his pupil if they are properly In¬ 
stilled, or teach the dog that he, not his trainer, 1 b the real 
master. Then, too, even the greatest Intelligence requires to be 
led at first, and each step made plain and every command so 
associated with the act it calls for that confusion Is out. of the 
question. Certain commands almost Invariably get mixed up In 
the dog’s mind at the start, and when an order Is given he 
promptly obeys with a different act. Such cases are not to be 
visited with punishment unless it is very evident that the dog 
understands and Intentionally disobeys. Meantime give him the 
benefit of the doubt, and explain over and over again, If need be, 
what Is wanted. If breakers would only be satisfied never to 
attempt a new lesson till the old one has been thoroughly learned, 
and even then to go back dally and go over all the old ground, 
leading up quietly and carefully to the new, they would soon be 
convinced of the benefit derived from the practice. 

A professional breaker may thoroughly yard-break a dog in two 
weeks, but the amateur who gives two months to the same work 
will not have any spare time on his hands. The great reason 
why so many dogs perform badly In the field Is that they bave 
never been properly broken in the yard. Half trained there, they 
arc taken into the field, and under the new excitement very natu¬ 
rally forget what little they have ever learned, and so spoil sport 
and make their masters the laughing stock of their more careful 
companions. A badly broken dog Is the greatest possible 
nuisance In the field, while a good one 1s the source of the high¬ 
est pleasure. It 1s not as easy to have one as the other, but It 
can certainly be got If patience, time and attention are brought to 
bear upon the training. 

Kennel Club Field Trials. 

The kennel club trials took place at Horsheath, the estate ol 
Mr. G. Brawls, near Linton, Cambridgeshire, on April 30 and May 
1 and on May 3 the final ties of the Horsheath stakes and Club 
Challenge. Cup were run over Mr. Percy Brewts’ shootings,at Deb- 
den. The heats plan was tried, but towards the end it was found 
to work so unsatisfactorily that It will not again be U 6 ed by the 
Kcnuel Club. It Is proposed lu future to turn out Inefficient 
dogs, and keep in good ones, and In the end to allow the judges 
to apportion the prizes, as they see fit, amongst these. Birds 
were abundant, the scent good, and the weather flue, though it 
was threatening on the first day.

Priam dropped to a Wd and flushed twice; then he pointed a brace 
well, but left hie point and a bird rose: Dandy Drake 
braces running, and took no notice of wing, then be pointed a brace 
well and was well backed. Priam flashed a bird badly, 

Drake flushed a brace; Priam won. Dip and Barnet: The latter fluahed, 
and then found a brace and dropped well; then Dip found a brace very 
fairly; Barnet flushed a brace; then a flush occurred, and Barnet won, 
but Dip ought to bave been the winner. Darkle (setter) and Scamp 
(pointer): Scamp Unshed, then pointed a brace, and 
braces running, tnon pointed, but winded tbe brace^and both flushed, 
Scamp won. Priam (pointer) and Barnet (setter): Priam flushed, then 
pointed, went on, and they rose; both chased a hare, ana Priam won. 
Dnncan and Ranger HI: Ranger pointed ; Duncan would not back until 
ordered; Ranger ran a hare oat of the field; Duncan false pointed, and 
won through Ranger’s ebaee. 


The prices were awarded as follows: Garnet first in pointers and cup 
as best dog, Dasb II first in setters, Novel third prize, Dan fourth 
prize, Bow Bella and Drake divided the fifth and sixth prizes, and 
Nicholson (Garnet's breaker) took tbe breaker's prize. 

Third Day, May 3—The concluding ties of the Horeeheath 
Stakes were first run, and our London contemporary, the Field , 
gives tbe account of the work as follows; 

"Garnet pointed, and bow Bells flushed a brace; she also left birds 
behind her; Garnet then took a good point, and was well backed; then 
Garnet took a another point, ana Bells would not back him, although 
ordered, until sbe got quite near tbe point; Garnet accordingly won. 
Tbe next brace were Dan and Novel: the latter pointed a brace, bat 
Dan, who also was on a point, failed to make out bis bird, and twice 
this happened to him ; he was only moderately well backed by Novel, 
who, however, made oat tbe birds aod stood them well; Dan then 
flashed, then be pointed a brace, and was welt backed; Novel false 
pointed, then baa a true point, bat left her point of her own accord, 
and the birds went; Dan false pointed, and Novel pointed a brace and 
won. Dan waa fairly beaten. Garnet and Drake (a bve); Drake 
flashed and dropped; Garnet false pointed where a bird bad been Just 
before, and was well backed; then Drake pointed, and when sent on he 

S at them np. Garnet pointed a bird well, and Drake put up a brace, 
ropplng, however, to wing capitally; he flushed another brace, and 
again both bad a flash. Tnen Garnet false pointed, but, casting np, 
just flashed them beyond the fence; well backed. Drake pointed, ana, 
drawing on, put up the birds and dropped to them; but, of course, 
Garnet won, as his only defect was hie waut of backing. Dash and 
Novel: Dash pointed, but Novel ran In afld flashed. Dasb again 
pointed a brace, and Novel not only would not back but ran in again, a 
most extraordinary proceeding on her part, as she is a notoriously 
"fast" backer. Dash won. 

"The award for extra cap for beat pointer or setter, was then decided 
between Dasb and Garnet Dasb dashed and dropped to a quick 
brace which he was making out. Garnet pointed ana dropped; Dasb 
had to be ordered down. Then he pointed a brace, then a bird, and 
and Garnet refased to back. Then Dash pointed a brace and was well 
backed. Finally, both false pointed, then both dogs pointed twice, 
and Garnet won. 1 '

Some Remarks on the Baltimore Show.— Aberdeen, Md. 
—Editor Chicago Field :—With your permission a word in regard 
to the Baltimore bench show. It was a success in every particu¬ 
lar, and the members ol the Baltimore Kennel Club deserve the 
thanks of all concerned, for the facilities afforded for the con¬ 
venience of the spectators and the comfort of tbe dogs. The 
judging was everything that could be desired and could give dis¬ 
satisfaction to no one unprejudiced, with one exception, viz: in 
class eight, (native Irish puppies,) a V.H.C., and lu class sixty- 
three first prize was awarded Mr. Keller, of Washington, D. C., 
for the pup Ready. The ribbons designating his winnings were 
placed on stall No. 174, (the stall assigned Ready in tbe cata¬ 
logue,) aDd remained there until the close of the show. Now, 
this stall waa never occupied during tbe exhibition, and I could 
find no one who hod ever seen him In the building. Now, what 
1 wish to know la, how cotild Mr. Davidson award a prize and V. 
H.C. In an open clasB to a dog that was not on exhibition, for he 
could not bave been brought In to be judged and then taken 
away, as the rules say positively, "No dog shall be removed until 
the clow of the exhibition.” Or if the dog was present, why 
place his trophies on an empty stall and not on the one occupied 
by the winner! I was Dot present when the judging of this class 
took place, and It msy be perfectly correct, but I must confess 
my doubts until I see an explanation of this, to say the least, 

curious case. . .. . 

As I before remarked, with this exception, no unprejudiced 
person could find any fault whatever with the judging, and I 
think Mr. DavIdBou deserves great credit for the satisfactory 
manner In which he made the awardB, difficult at any show but 
rendered doubly bo by the superior quality of the conteetante in 
many of the classes. 

This was my first sight of the noted Gladstone, and I can say 
no more In his praise, than he fulfilled my highest expectations 
aod amply deserves the honors he haa received on the bench. 
Royal Duke is elmply magnificent, and with Gladstone barred 
would have no trouble winning In any company. 

One more word In regard to the winner of tbe champion Irish 
.im and I am done, for I have already spun my yam much 


longer than I Intended, but I could not refrain from speaking a 
word In praise of dogs that show In a remarkable degree the li n 
provement bench shows have affected in the breeding of fins 
dogs. 

OgUvle’s Ben Is a perfect type of the red Irish setter, possess 
Ing all the desired “points” of head and form, and was besides, 
in tbe plDk of show condition, and It was no surprise to anyone 
who saw him that he won in every class In which be was entered. 

I would rather own him than almost any one I have ever seen, 
but unfortunately there Is a bottom to the pocket of Quail. 

Poisoning — Balt.— Ottawa, Ill.,.—Editor Chicago Field: 
—In your Issue of May 11th you publish a communication from 
Galvaston, Texas, asking for an antidote to counteract the effects 
of poison. And as you express a wish to have some of your many 
readers give their experience in dealing with the fatal drug 1 
will give mine. 

For thirty years I have been an ardeDt sportsman, breeding 
and raising many good dogs,and duringihie time losing some hall 
dozen by poison, always trying the old fogy system of treatment 
of lard aod sweet oil, white of eggs, etc., etc., and In the whole 
number not saving one, although prolonging their misery, that Is 
keeping them alive from eight to twelve hours and then dying. 

I read some time back In one of the numbers of the Cbicaoo 
Fi eld that Balt was an antidote, that It would neutralize the poison 
and produce an immediate vomit when given to the dog. I made 
an item of this in my note book,little thinking how Boon I would 
have a chance to try its efficacy. Only a few mornings after on 
letting my dogs out from their place where they bad been closed 
up all night, my liver colored dog fell at my feet In a spasm, 
Some good friend of mine had shoved poison through a crack or 
knot hole In the building and poisoned my dog. Now was the 
time to try the new antidote. My time to the house and back 
again with salt and warm water beat chain lightning. I forced 
ids jaws open and an assistant threw In a handful of salt aud 
followed that with warm water and in about half a minute iny 
dog was heaving up moat beautifully, throwing all the poison 
from hie stomach and getting instant relief. In an hour from that 
time he would come from his kennel to wag his tall and greet 
with a smile ol recognition his many friends who came to visit 
him, and retrieve a glove thrown for him. Daring all that day 
he was very thirsty and I gave him milk for drink Instead of 
water not knowing but water might produce a bad effect. 

Now this poison was strychnine, os it affected hie spine and 
limbs, and tor several days after he would shiver lying in the 
warm sun, a symptom of strychnine poisoning. Now, although 
thi 6 is only one case of poisoning to cite from I am thoroughly 
convinced, from the marvelous way It worked on my dog, that it 
is the very beet and sureet thing to use. It is an article of which 
there is always some at hand, and no time Is loet In preparing It 
same ae oil or lard. And the theory Is good, it removes the 
cauee and that produces a cure. 

So now I would say to our brother sportsmen of Galveston, be 
of good heart, fear not for your dogs for salt will fool all the 
damned poisoning wretches who delight in another’s misery.

Blow Poiboning op Dogs—Death of Hayes.— Campvillc, 
Tioga County, N. Y.— Editor Chicago Field: —I am grieved in be¬ 
ing obliged to announce the death of my Newfoundland dog 
"Hayes” on the night of Friday, May 10, from the effect of poi¬ 
son, administered on or about the night of Wednesday, May 8, 
by some person or persons at present unknown. By a post mor¬ 
tem examination of the stomach it was ascertained that the poi¬ 
son used was a prepared lozenge, commonly known In this local¬ 
ity as a “dog button,” bo compounded as to produce, a lingering 
and painful death, and which, I am Informed, can be procured at 
almost any of the village drag stores. These lozenges are made 
aud sold for the especial purpose of murdering dogs, but whether 
they arc made by thoee who sell them here, or procured from dis¬ 
reputable wholesale druggists, I do not know. 

I shall offer a reward of $50 through the local newspapers for 
such Information as will lead to the arreet and conviction of the 
guilty party, and shall feel well satisfied in paying that snm if 
the desired result can be attained. If causeless and malicious 
dog murder cannot be stopped without the vigorous action of 
private persons, I am willing to do my part, for the benefit of 
dog owners in general as well as myself, 'to crush It out. 

“Hayes” had been In tbe county less than two weeks, having 
been removed here from the Baltimore bench show last month. 
He bad never been away from his kennel but in my company, and 
bad done nothing to cause any complaint, or to make any persou 
wish for his death. He was brought here to be put in fine con 
dltton for tbe Westminster Kennel Club bench show In New York, 
and was doing well. 

"Hayes” was whelped In New York on March 4, 1877, bred by 
William Millner (Captain Bill), of One Hundred and Tenth street 
and East River; reared by William Banta, of Ward’s Island, and 
purchased by me on March 16, 1878. His sire was Max and his 
dam Flora. He was exhibited twice only, at Boston and Balti¬ 
more this year, and gained first prizes at both shows; was an ex- 
exceedlngly promising young dog, and was generally conceded 
to be one of the finest Newfoundlands ever shown Id this coun¬ 
try. Had he lived I should bave used him for stud purposes, 
breeding with all the care and judgment I could command. I 
feel that hie death Is a severe loss, not only to me, but to bench 
shows and the public In general. Henry W. Livingston. 

The Llewellin Better. —London, Eng.— Editor Chicago 
Fieid: —Several letters bave appeared In your newspaper aeklng 
what Messrs. Smith and Burgea mean by the “Llewellin setter.” 
Thoee gentlemen will, no doubt, give the required Information. 

The proposal for tbe change of name wae made to me from 
your side of the Atlantic. That proposal I placed before Mr. 
Llewellin, and I believe his views to be that, as the proposers of 
this change believe dogs of Ills breeding made the wholo breed 
famous on your side of the Atlantic, and prevented Its decay on 
this side, he Is willing that any dog of any combination of either 
two of the Duke, Rhcebe and Laverock blood, without foreign ad¬ 
mixture, may, at the discretion of Its owner, be known as the 
“Llewellin setter.” 

With the proposal of “Zig-Zag," that judging should not be 
left to one ®an only, I quite agree, for I believe that such a 
course has ruined, In all working qualities, 99 out of 100 kennels 
in this country. Mr. Lort has not judged from the sportsman s 
point of view, but from that of a pet-dog fancier. This Is cer 
tain, no dog of Mr. LlsweUln’s will ever again be placed before 
Mr. Lort, ae a judge, where the judge’s names are made known 
before tbe judging takes place. 

I have been able to follow Mr. Davidson’s judgments In many 
cases, well knowing the dogs which have come before him. I 
believe no man knows better than ho that the essential corobino 
tione In a setter ore bIzo with refinement, courage with docility, 
shape with sense, and nose with speed. 

The field trial Derby, ae you, ol course, have already heard, 
waa won by a pointer, the flret Better claiming to be a descend- 
ant of Leicester and Dart, whether rightly or wrongly I do not 
know. All the best puppies put themselves out by wildness as 
they did also at Shrewsbury. G. T. Tbabdalb-Buckell. 
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Our Washington Co rmspondinoi. —Washington, D. G., 
—Editor Chicago Field :—It Is probably a settled fact that 
a Held trial will be held under the auspices of the Bal¬ 
timore Kennel Club next November. The place spoken of Is on 
the eastern shore of Maryland, and is a most excellent place 
and Is easily reached from Baltimore and Philadelphia. Birds 
are always plenty in that section, and the country Is a good one 
to hunt over. Accommodations can easily be found at Easton, 
and at other places near. That part of Maryland Is not the ooly 
part of the state where an abundance of birds can be found. In 
8 t. Mary’s county Is a succession of good open country, birds 
plenty, and the proprietors of the different estates will be glad to 
give the permission to use their lands for that purpose. Virginia 
too, has many fine places well adapted for field trials, and the ma¬ 
jority are very easily reached from Washington and Baltimore. 
North Carolina, while having some of the most open shooting 
country east of the prairies, and where birds are unusually plenty, 
seems too far away from headquarters to be of use. One gentle¬ 
man from that state, now In Congress here, has a fine plantation 
of many thousand acres, and he takes special pains to keep It 
well stocked with quail.

THE NEW^ORK SHOW. 

XTot as Good as Ziast Tear’s. 

W iIAX CONSTITUTES A. PAIR 1 
The “Chicago Field” Ordered out of the Show. 


The second annual bench show of the Westminster Kennel 
Club will not bear comparison with the show last year, nor with 
any show this year, excepting in the non-sportlug classes. St. 
Louis, Boston and Baltimore entlrly cclipBed it lu the sporting 
classes; and hi a pecuniary point the show was not a success. 
Last year the ciub realized over #10,000, notwithstanding some 
fraudulent tlcketB were sold outside. The number of visitors 
was estimated at 40,000. This year the club will make about 
#500, aud tbe number of visitors is short of 30,000. 

Th'e expenses this year, it is true, are very much heavier than 
last year; for instance, they were compelled to pay Mr. Glllmore 
#5,000 for the rent of the garden against #1,500 last year for 
three days, and half the receipts of tne extra day, which he de¬ 
manded as a condition of the show being continued an extra day. 
But notwithstanding thiB extortion of Glllmore’s, which tbe club 
wtll Devcr submit to again, and several other expenditures which 
might have been avoided and left a fair profit out of the receipts, 
yet the fact is evident that the financial success of the show is 
uot what both the club aud the public expected. For with the 
prestige of last year’s success and the increased interest in dogs 
the attendance this year should have been doubled. 

Those members of tbe club with whom we conversed on the 
subject, attribute the decrease iu attendance to the hard times, 
—many who could last year, not being able this year, to expend 
fifty cents. This show, they claim, to use their own words, was 
patronized by the wealthy as well as the last, but lacked the sup¬ 
port of tbe poorer classes. 

We niUBt candidly say we failed to see any difference In the 
“quality" of the audience. Judging from external appearance, 
those of this year appeared the same as those of last year. There 
was, however, one difference very noticeable, tbe fewer sports¬ 
men this year. Last year everybody seemed to be there. This 
year the majority of sportsmen were absent, which Is, ho doubt, 
to be attributed to the fact that It was generaUy believed, In¬ 
deed, members of the Club told It, that the non-sporting dogs 
were desired more than the sporting dogs, as there was more 
money In them. The sportsmen, therefore, as a mass, did not 
take the Interest In the show they did last year. 

The Club, doubtless, have realized that a non-sporting show 
will not pay. The sporting dogs arc a feature of a show, and 
the sportsmen a source of revenue which no bench show associa¬ 
tion can afford to throw overboard. Amongst their non-sporting 
friends and acquaintances each sportsman Is regarded so 
much an authority on all that pertain b to dogs that a 
word of praise or condemnation of the quaUty of a show Influ¬ 
ences it accordingly. The inferior quaUty of the dogs compared 
with those last year was so evident that a comparison prejudicial 
to this show was Invited, which told outside freely, as it was, 
kept many away, for people will go to sec that which Is better, 
but not that which la worse than they have seen. Meeting sev 
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cral since the show, and expressing surprise at not having seen l 
them at the show, we were told the reason, that they bad hoard t 

that the show was not as good as tho last. 

Wo think It would bo a good idea If shows would make the t 
charge one day tweuty-tlve cents. 6 

Just previous to the show, when It was evident that the cracks r 
were not coming, a scml-sportlug journal which has claimed to 
be the organ of the Westminster Kennel Club lost Its h « a(i *“ d 
Indulged In s tirade against tho absentees, congratulating the i 
public, aud Itself In particular, that the "mug hunters and f 
“rounders” were absent this year. Unfortunately, it forgot that ( 
the mug hunters arc the biggest attractions to the show. It is e 
the mutf hunters which the public go to see, and the absence of c 
the mug hunters we think was a groat loss to the treasury, t 
No bettor evidence can be adduced to substantiate the fact that t 
mug hunters are tho feature of attraction in a show than that , 
Sensation’s stall was crowded all the time; everybody wanted to i 
see him. Numerous were the inquiries for mug hunter “ ud 1 
rounder Gladstone, and mug hunter aud rounder Royal Duke, i 
mug hunter and rounder Elcho, mug hunter and rounder Rufus, 
mug hunter and rounder Druid, mug hunter and rounder DU- , 
lev’s Ranger, mug hunter and rounder Strong’s Pete, mug hunter , 
and rounder Rupert, and mug huntresses and rounderesses 
Royal Fan, Dart, Diana, Floss, etc., etc., were anxiously in- , 

'* The daily press of the two 8 unduy morning’s previous to the 
opening of the show, taking their cue from the journal referred to, 
Indulged In more bosh regarding the show than wc have ever be¬ 
fore seen. Not only were “mug hunter" and rounder freely 
used, but the public were assured that the mug hunters and 
rounders had been refused au entry, which was the moBt foolish 
thing which could have been done, aa the public knew full well 
that meant that the best dogs would not be there, since none but 
good looking dogs go "mug bunting." Certainly the dally press 
deserve much credit for their efforts in belmlf of tbe show. Al¬ 
though they did write all the trash and stuff they were told to 
write yet still they in the innocence of their hearts believed It 
and meant well, and thought they were contributing to the suc¬ 
cess of the show. _ 

It Is proper for us to here remark that the popular Impression, 
aud “Free Lance's” iu a recent Issue, that the seml-sportlng 
journal alluded to Is owned or supported by the funds of the 
Westmlustor Club Is a mistake. Whcu it first started five rocin- 
hers of the club had stock in it; the membership of the club 
being twenty it could not be called a club paper, notwithstand¬ 
ing its aspirations to be so considered. Lately, however, three 
of these gentlemen, Dr. Webb, Mr. Walter Webb, and Mr. De 
Forest Grant, had severed tlieir connection with it, leavlug the 
editor of It and another member of the club who invested #o00 
in it, the only two members of the club interested in it. The 
club very properly do not think they should be held responsible 

for the blunders and mistakes of the would-be organ. 

The classification wus very unpopular aud fully justified our 
criticisms of it. We did not meet one but disliked it. Indeed 
the club by their classification and the statement of some of the 
members regarding their preference for the non-sporting dogs 
alienated the sympathies of many local sportsmen as well as those 

at a distance. _ ....... , 

As an evidence ol the absurd Gordon and Irish setter classlhca- 
tlon, in each was an Iriah-Gordon, the black-tan in the black and 
tan class aud the red dog In the red class. 

Throwing the Imported and native setters together resulted as 
we predicted, notwithstanding It was claimed Mr. Lort, coming 
here a stranger, Ignorant of the breeding of the dogs, would bo 
an Impartial judge, and that the natives would go to the front. 
The sage who ao stated forgot that a man with the experience or 
Mr. Lort knows each particular strain of dog tbe moment he 
sees it. This was very noticeable In his judging. Like every 
other man of experience the moment he looked at them he knew 
a Laverock, a LleweUIn, or a native. We never saw any one so 
surprised as he was when Mr. Lengerke told him that Jersey Duke 

was a native. It seemed Impossible to make him believe it. 

We can not say Mr. Lort was a success as a judge. In some 
Instances his judgments were correct, but in a very great many 
| they were not. We think the exhibitors at large are disappointed 
and dissatisfied with his decisions. There is one thing we can¬ 
not understand why Mr. Lort attaches so much Importance to the 
stem of a dog. It seems to be the first thing he looks at. It 
efiunts only 5 out of the hundred; yet, judging from hts awards, 
he must regard It as worth more. In this he reminds us of an 
1 exhibitor at the St. Louis show who failed to get a prize. Pas- 

* sing hts dog’s stall he poured Into our cars his tale of woe, and 

• remarked: "Now, they say my dog hasn’t a good head, but look 

1 at that tall, will you; when did you ever sec a better one!” 

Mr. Lort objects to the Field Trial dogs, or as they are called 

2 by some now, the Llewellin dogs, on account of their tails. With 
9 Mr. Lort the sting Is in the tail, and the last is first and the first 
’■ is last. 


The inquiry was made for the Western dogs, and reasons, which 
we do not care to discuss hero, were given for their absence by 
those who assumed facts because they wished them to be facts. 
Iu return, wc will inquire where were the New Englatid, New 
York state, Delaware, Philadelphia, and Maryland dogs! Prob¬ 
ably the same reasons which kept the one away, kept the other. 

We must congratulate Mr. Lincoln ou the great Improvement 
in his arrangements and management of the show this year. 
Tbe stalls were so much better arranged and gave so much more 
room. The attendants were a very superior class of men; and a 
very gTeat Improvement was keeping the dust-down, which lost 
year was something terrible. Everything seemed to work more 
smoothly this year, showing that Mr. Lincoln had been allowed 
greater latitude In managing the details of tbe show. Mr. Lort 
complimented him very highly. _ 

The judging waa done In public but waa terribly delayed. Each 
day hours were frittered away and the judges’ ring was empty, 
and it was not until Friday evening at half-past five o’clock- 
four and a half hours within the hour of closing the show—that 
It was finished. Mr. Lincoln's intention was to push It through 
as quickly os possible; and the first day he did admirably, so much 
bo that every one expected Tuesday evening would complete it; 
but he was interfered with and delayed, as It was feared if got 
through with Tuesday night It would affect the gate receipts— 
which Is all bosh. It is an Imposition on exhibitors, delaying the 
judging as It was delayed here. Had it not been delayed Mr. 
Taylor would have won the cup, but by the death of his dog he 
loses It. Here Is an Instance of an exhibitor sacrificed by delay¬ 
ing the judging. , . . 

The facilities for the press were very poor. A seat on the edge 
of the ring was all that was allowed. Now, we insist on it, we, 
as a reporter, had a right to be seated at the table, which was in 
theceDtre of the ring, by which we could see the dogs as they 
appeared In the ring. It would not only have been an act of 
courtesy to us, hut simply our right The show and the public 
expect a full report. To do so we must have facilities. Bo far 
as getting the awards there was no trouble, every facility was 
afforded, but what we find fault with Is, the press did not have 
the same courtesies paid them here as at St Louis, Boston and 
Baltimore, by being admitted to the ring. 

It would add much to the Interest of the Judging If as soon as 
decided the ribbons were attached to the prize dogs and they were 


led around the ring. Then the spectators could tell which dogs 
got the prizes, whereas now, they caunot. 

The exhibitors were much Incensed at being charged a dollar 
each for on admission ticket after having paid all the way from 
six to twenty-eight dollars entrance fees. We think the club 
made a mistake In making this charge, as no other show has done 
It, and it does not seem to us rigbt- 

Mr. H. Y. Leavitt withdrew his entries, Sancho, Athol and C. 

H. Sage's Eldora, In consequence of Incorrect classification. His 
friend who went to enter his dogs was told at the office of the 
Club that In order to get Sancho Into special class G, for tho best 
setter dog bred In the United States from native parents, he muBt 
enter him In the champion EDgllBh setter class; notwithstanding 
that 8 ancho, black, tail and white, had won 1st prize In the Gor¬ 
don class last year. Mr. Morris wus going to protest Sancho as 
uot being an English setter, and so Mr. Leavitt, feeling he had 
been wrongly Informed, where ho ought to have had correct In¬ 
formation, withdrew his dogs, and Mr. Morris withdrew his pro¬ 
test. 

Mercllllott’s Pet was protested In class n, for best setter bitch 
from native parents, on the ground of hfr being by Imported 
gam—Bertha, and the protest was sustained. 

The weather was, with the exception of one day, good, and on 
that day it relnod but a very short time. Altogether the Club 
wus very lucky In the choice of weather. 

The Chicaoo Field was ordered out of the show, aud In this 
manner : In an interview with the secretory, Dr. Webb, a few 
days before the show, we were Informed that no paper or placards 
would be allowed tacked up on the stolU or any other part of the 
garden, nor would anything but the catologuo he allowed to be 
hawked around for sale; that there would be a stand whore papers 
could be left on sale. To Dr. Webb wc expressed our perfect 
willingness to accede to all of the conditions imposed, so long as 
they extended to each and all alike. Acting upon the Informa¬ 
tion received from Dr. Webb, on Tuesday morning we gave to a 
stand, on which books and catalogues were being sold, copies ol 
the Chicaoo Field, remarking to the hoy attending it, to “pocket 
the proceeds” of what copies he sold. Shortly after wc were 
informed that Mr. Tlleston, chairman of the beuch show commit¬ 
tee and editor of the would-be organ ol the Westminster Ken¬ 
nel Club, had ordered the paper out of the building. The boy 
confirmed the statement in these words: "Mr. Tileston said: 
'What are you doing with that paper iu here; If you sell 
another copy of it I’ll throw you out of the building; take it off 
the table.' After going a short distance he returned and said: 
‘Take it out of the building; if you dou’t I’ll throw you out 
with it; I won't allow it In the building.' ’’ 

That the statement could be corroborated we got two gentle- 
men and had the boy repeat the statement to them. One sug¬ 
gested to leave the paper on the table and force Mr. Tlleston to 
carry his threat Into execution, but as we did not want to get 
the boy in trouble we folded the papers up and sent them out of 
the show. A short time afterwards a large placard was posted 
up announcing that subscriptions would be received for the 
journal, of which Mr. Tlleston Is editor, and on Friday morning 
a large bundle of tbe papers was put on the table for sale. As 
soon as Dr. Webb's attention was called to It by some one he 
ordered It off the table, declaring if one paper could not be sold 
another should not. The bundle was put under the table, but as 
soon as Dr. Webb had gone out of Bight a copy of the paper was 
put on the table and kept there the remainder of the day. The 
club we attach no blame to for the treatment the Chicaoo Field 
received. There was a desire evinced by the club to treat all 
alike. We lay the odium on whom It belongs—Mr. Tlleston. 

On Tuesday night Mr. Bergh, who was to have opened the show, 
remembering his experience of last year, when the dogs’ barking 
; drowned his voice, handed the committee tbe following address 
Instead of delivering It: 

, To tlu Managers of the Westminster Kennel Club; ... 

(Jrntlbmbn: The purpose of all cultivated thought Is to seek for the 
! highest development. To this end, institutions of learning are estab¬ 
lished and mankind is refined and enobled thereby. There seems to 
• be no just reason why this spirit of intellectual progress should not ap 
", ply to all the sontient beings that come under tbe dominion of man; 

more especially those animals we domesticate, aud which oft become 
1 oor companions and friends. Among those faithful dumb creatures 
- which snrrouud ns, none is more familiar to the household than the 
e dog; and to educate him, to bring him to his highest stale of perfec 
. tlon both in form aud action, is a matter of positive self-interest. 
1 Therefore, anything which tends to this resoll is desirable, and for this 
l i reason if for none other, thle exhibition of finely-cultured dogs should 
3 meet with public favor. "The dog," ssye Cuvier, “is the most com¬ 
plete, the inoet remarkable, and the moat neefnl conquest ever made 
, oy man ’’ Bnt what can be said of this inestimable creature that has 
1 not been said already! Tbe language of panegyric would be exhausted 
It before his excellent virtues could be described as they merit. Ills 
fidelity hie couarage, his vigilance, bis gratitude, hie generosity, each 
i tho theme of merited praise, win our love and respect. The favorite 
7 of children the choeeu companion of women, the watch and guardian 
“ of our homes, the guide of the blind, the participator of man r « exenr 
It elona by land aDd sea, the defender of the shepherd's fold, tbe detector 
of the thief and robber, the fleet coarser that tranaporte the Esquimaux 
in his sledge over the Arctic waste of enow." If such a benefactor to 
l» maD hae not a special claim to bia protection and kindness, nay, to 
y atlectionate regard, what haef He ventures life and limb in our aer- 
, vice- he explores the mountain waste and faces the wintry tempest in 
search of the traveler that baa been overwhelmed by the snow-drift; bo 
w springs into tbe foaming torrent to encore its threatened victim from de- 
>- strucUon; he breaks the boisterous surges of the ocean to convey a 
r rone to the shipwrecked mariners, by which be achieves their doliver- 
, ance; he recognizee hie beloved master atter twenty years'absence, 
and expires at bis feot in a paroxysm of Joy at hie return.

The dogs generally seemed In bad condition; roost of them 
were cither shedding or had shed their coats, and the new ones 
had uot grown out The quality of the dogs, we have already 
stated, was not equal to last year. The Gordon class was the 
best class In the show. 

Entering the garden from the main or Madison avenue en¬ 
trance, at the left band, In the centre, or what might be consid¬ 
ered the main portion of the garden commencing with Sensation 
No. 1 and running to number nineteen were the pointers of the 
Westminster Kennel Club, on exhibition only. Following In 
succession were the mastiffs, 8 t. Bernards, Newfoundlands, Si¬ 
berians, greyhounds and deerhounds, by which time the end ol 
the line had been reached, and a return commenced on the opposite 
side which, beginning with champion pointers, finished the row 
out with champion English setter dogs. Turning to the right on 
tho Twenty-seventh street side aisle began the champion English 
setter bitches, and continued English setters on one side the en¬ 
tire length, and Irish setters and spaniels on the opposite side 
until reaching tbe Fourth aveDue side the foxhounds, which, run¬ 
ning the Twenty-sixth street side aisle, merged Into tbe barriers, 
beagles, dachshunds, fox-terriers, collies, bull dogs and bull-ter 
riers, while opposite were English setter puppies, Gordon setters, 
and the beginning of the class of tbe Irish setters, which having 
reached, one had returned to the Madison avenue entrance from 
which he had started. In the centre at the lower end of the build¬ 
ing, towards Fourth avenue, were the toy dogs. 
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Ae laat week wo gave by telegraph a full Hat of the awards, 
we shall now only briefly refer to them. 

The doge numbered 824, being 116 abort of the number the 
club limited themaclvce to receive, which was 940, and fifty less 
than laat year.

In the dog class we preferred the third prize dog 
Mr. Norton’s Boas, to Mr. Hewitt’s Hercward. 

Rough Coatbd 8t. Bernards had six entries in the dog and 
two In the bitch class, and were, like the mastiffs, inferior to those 
exhibited last year. Mr. Lort withheld the third prize in the 
dog class for want of merit. In the bitch classjMr. LeRoy Collins’ 
Neva was given the first, but the second was withheld for want of 
merit, and the third because there was no competition. 

Smooth Coatbd St. Bbunauds had six entries In the dog and 
two in the bitch class. In the bitch class Mr. Lort refused to 
give on award as he considered neither of the entries deserving 
of it. But subsequently the club persuaded him to reconsider 
the class which he did, and awarded second and third prizes but 
withheld the first. ’ 

Newfoundlands numbered, dogs and bitches twenty-three 
and were not a good class. Mr. LivingBton’s Hayes entered’ 
winner at Boston and Baltimore, was poisoned at his home in 
Owego, after returning from the Baltimore show. 

Siubkian on Ulm Dogs were a splendid class and numbered 
including doge and bitches, thirteen. Guido, which ought to 
have got first prize, could not be gotout of his stall, no one daring 
to approach him, consequently Dr. Twaddell gave him second, 
which was the best he could do under the circumstances. His 
owner afterwards Informed us that his great delight was biting 
people. Recently he had paid one hundred and sixty dollars for 
his childlike and bland treatment of a neighbor. The class gen¬ 
erally were very savage and some suggested to Dr. Twaddell to 
examine them at a distance with a powerful telescope. Mr, 
Jones had Bruce In a large cage with iron bars and Bruno and 
Alma in another. Looking at them they presented the appear¬ 
ance of tigers in a menagerie, and looked aboutas safe to any one 
who should enter their cages, 

Greyhounds were a good class and numbered dogs and bitches 
twenty-three. 

Deerhounds had four entries. The third prize was not 
awarded. Paul Dana’s Bran, winner of first last year, Is a fine 
dog, and we think deserved first this year, but failed to bo 
noticed. 

Champion Pointehs— Dogs over 50 lbs., had five entries, of 
which only four were for competition; Mr. DuBois Wage tuff’s 
Till, winner of first at last year’s show, was for exhibition only, 
Mr.Wagstaff being a member of the. club. The prize was awarded 
to 8 t- Louis Kennel Club’s Sleaford, for which we liked Orglll's 
Rush better. The other compctitors—Dr. Borland's Dash, a liver 
and white ticked, winner of first at Boston, and Thomas' Dash, a 
lemon and white, are both good looking dogs. In the bitch class 
there were only two—Lindsay's Dolly and Orglll’s Romp, both 
lemon and white. At the St. Louis show these bitches met, and 
Dolly, judged by Mr. Davidson, beat Romp. We prefer Mr. 
Davidson’s decision to Mr. Lort’s, as wc think Dolly is the better 
bitch, being less leggy and with a better body and head than 
Romp. 

Pointers —Do^s over 50 lbs., open class, were good. Mr. 
Lort commended the class as being excellent. The St. Louis 
Kennel Club’s Bow, liver and white, an imperial looking dog, 
with a grand body magnificently ribbed, and with head and feet 
as good as we ever saw, a dog combining quality and substance, 
whose only fault is that he is a little throaty, was awarded first. 
But we regret to say that Bow’s appearance justified the 
suspicion of being mangy, which was against 1dm. We are sure 
Mr. Sterling would not have brought him into the show had he 
thought so, and it is true the night he was admitted, while not in 
good condition, yet he did not look like a mangy dog, but after 
the second day the symptoms showed themselves very plainly. 
We think the club is careless about the condition of the dogs! 

A competent veterinarian should have been appointed to deter¬ 
mine the sanitary condition of the dogs, if the secretary, Dr. 
Webb, whole in everyway competent, bad a delicacy In acting in 
the matter. There were several other dogs besides Bow whose 
condition justified suspicion. 

Second prize went to Coffin’s Rake II, a hadsome white dog 
with an oraDge colored head; a good head, body, legs, chest, 
loin, stern quarters and stifles, but a rather long back. Hobart's 
Rapp, a liver and white ticked, got third place; we should have 
preferred him for second, as we think he has a better chest and 
back, and is a better coupled dog than Rake, though inferior to 
him In stern, and with a little too much flew. Davis’ Dan, a 
white dog with an orange head; a good dog with a better 
chest and back than Rake, received no recognition, which was 
an error. Bell’s Mac, a very good dog, got a V.H.C., as did also 
Button, which we did not like as well as same owner’s black 
dog Don, which also got a V.H.C. Heckschcr’s Dan, liver and 
white, deserved notice; although in bad condition, yet he Is a 
good dog. Among those which wore highly commended, were 
Lindsay’s Viscount, In bad coat; Sewell’s Patch, a white dog 
with a liver head, a good body but with a somewhat snipe-nose; 
Mlley's liver and white Jocko, and Welghcll's lemon and white 
Don. Wclghell’s lemon and white Rock wo liked better than 
Don, although in bad condition and with a bad stern. Corn 
well's Bob, liver, a grandson of 8 trong's Pete, failed to get the 
recognition he deserved. The commended were: Stow’s liver 
and white Reuben and Elss; Ike Leavitt’s Dash was absent. 

The bitches of same class were a fair lot The pride of place 
went to Hammond’s Psyche white and tan, a very handsome and 
well made, remarkably good all round bitch. She bad just 
weaned a litter of puppies by Sensation, but wa 6 In good condi¬ 
tion and in fine coat. The second prize bitch, White's Grace, Is 
» good bitch but has a snipe-nose. Juno, the winner of third 
prize, we did not think much of. Her head is faulty and her 
ears disposed to prick. Pinkney’s Juno was commended. 

Champion Pointers Under 50 lbs.— Had but an entry each 
In the dog and bitch class. In the dog class the Baltimore Ken¬ 
nel Club's Sefton, the entry, was not present. Orglll’s Rose, In 
good condition, was awarded the prize In the bitch class. 

Pointer Dogs Under 50 i,ns. —Wore a very ;>oor lot. How 
Mr. Lort could have very highly commended, highly commended, 


and commended tho entire class, with one exception, we cannot 
understand. Had he withheld'tho prizes and turned tho class 
out he would have been justified. One dog Is a dropper, his sire 
being a black and tan Gordon setter. The list of awards wore 
published In our last. 

The bitches wore a very good lot. Mr. Orglll’s Belle was only 
highly coinmcndud, whereas she was fully entitled to the first 
prize, being a better bitch In every point than either of the prize 
bitches. Colburn’s Bello, second prize, and Snellen burg’s Topsy, 
third prize, we liked better than the first prize bitch, Godcffroy’s 
Queen, Barker’s Princess was absent. 

Pointer Dog Puppies Over 11 and Under UTMostiis. —Were 
a very good lot. Colburn’s Jerry, a lemon uud white, by Sensa¬ 
tion out of bis Belle, was awarded first,while Milo Seagcar’s Sam, 
also by Sensation, out of Hamilton’s Lndy Frances, was awarded 
second. Emmett’s Rake, a very good dog, by Snapshot, out of 
Juno, got a V.H.O., and Godeffroy’s Snooks, Snellenberg’s Toby 
and Phillips’ Jounlc, were each commended. 

The bitch puppies of same age were also a good lot. Emmett’„ 
Nell, liver and white, litter sister to his Rake, deservedly got first;

Champion English Setter Bitches— Had tlircc entries, Mcr- 
cllliott’s Grace, winner of first in the open native claBs last year 
Landcnberger’s Laverack Magnet, winner of first In open class, 
Baltimore, ’77, and Raymond’s Laverack Fairy, winner of first in 
Springfield, ’75. Grace was In bad form; just shcddlug her coat 
she had lost her feather. Magnet was looking well. Fairy was 
not In very good condition, having just weaned a large litter of 
puppies; the pride of place was given to her. 

English Setter Dogs, Open Class— Had fifty-seven entries, 
among which were some very good dogs, and some very poor 
ones. Raymond's blue belton Khodcrtck Dhu, a sou of Pride 
of the Border and Fairy, was awarded first prize. The second 
prize went to Ranger II, which was one of the worst errors In 
judging wo ever saw. Last, year lie was a fair looking dog, hut 
as wc saw him In the ring on Wednesday, we did not consider 
him worthy of even a commend, lie has a alack loin, a short 
neck, a straight flank, a back as hollow as an old brood mare, Is 
out at the elbows and bow-legged; added to which he was in bad 
condition. Indeed, the dog looked like a wreck of his former 
self, which former self even would not have entitled him to have 
won second over the dogs he did beat. It is impossible to com¬ 
prehend how a judge, with the experience Mr. Lort has had, 
could have blundered as he did. Raymond’s Procyou, Brough, 
Young Laverack, Snellcnburg’s Thunder, Spier's St. Elmo, Lcn- 
gerke’s Jersey Duke, Gaines’ Blue Blood, Raymond’s Bruce, and 
Leavitt’s Sir Launeclot, are each ami every one better. Notonly 
these, but there were native dogs that were never commended 
even, which are better dogs. Were wc to have many such 
awards we should advocate sweeping bench shows out of exis- 
tcnce. The third prize went to Lengcrke’s Jersey Duke, a pure 
native his owner asserts him to be, but so like an imported 
dog that Mr. Lort was very much surprised when he learned that 
he was not, and believes he has a Laverack cross In him. Al¬ 
though there were only three prizes, St. Elmo was awarded a 
medal. Having lost his feather he was in anything but good 
show form, but he has developed into a fine dog. Proeyon, a 
younger son of Pride of the Border and Fairy, than Rhoderlck 
Dhu, was given a V.H.C., as also Brough, another son. Bruce, 
not In good show form, Leavitt’s Sir Launeclot, a good looking 
orange and white, and Gaines’ Blue Blood, a blue belton, a capi¬ 
tal little dog, faulty behind, however, completed the V.ILL'S. 
We were much surprised to see Snellenburg’s Thunder, a re¬ 
markably promising young dog, a sou of Pride of the Border and 
Fairy II, get only an H.C., and young Laverack only a G. Cos- 
tar’s St. Patrick, a very good dog for bis age, fourteen months, 
and Morris’ Czar, a son of Leicester and Petrel, thirteen months 
old, highly commended wc liked. Keller’s Duke, a white and 
black, is a good bodied dog with a good head, hut slightly dis- 
(Hiscd to lumber. Ferguson’s William lias n good body but a 
snipe nose. One-eyed Sancho, qj though eleven years old, looked 
as though he could stand hard work yet. lie is orange and 
white, a very workmanlike dog and was commended. A sou of 
his, Glen, deserved commendation. Kingfisher, a sou of Lark 
and Gen. Ely’s Nell, deserved the II.0. he got. He is a promis¬ 
ing young dog. Guy Mannering, Lincoln & Hlllyar's Frauk II, 
Dr. Carlton’s Dush aud Welghell’s Robert Horton were absent. 

The full list of awards appeared In our last. 

The bitches in same class numbering twenty-four were like the 
the dogs, good and bad, but Mr. Lort put Ills foot lu It again 
when he gave Rhoda, a sister of Macdona’s Ranger, and aunt of 
Ranger II the first prize. What feet! When we say her skull 
is good and her ears well put on wc have told all her claims to the 
first prize. Moreover, the bitch had a Utter of eight six weeks 
old sucking puppies. She therefore, was not In show form; con¬ 
sequently it could bo only speculation on her body when in show 
condition, for tf judged ae she was, the hollow of her back was 
equal to her nephew’s, Ranger II. The award to this bitch of 
the firet prize created as great surprise and caused as much ad¬ 
verse criticism as did the second prize In the dog class to Ranger 
II. The knowing ones knew a thing or two and soon there were 
as many different stories as there were tongues to tell of her 
ownership, etc. Determined to get at the truth wc instituted an 
inquiry and found the following to be the facts: Rhoda was sent 
out by Mr. Macdona some seven weeks or so ago to Mr. Tlleston 
to be sold. She whelped soon after her arrival. She was ^tor- 
wards sold to Mr. Jesse VV. Starr, of Camden, N. J. t but mitered 
in the name of the Ashcroft Kennel Club, whether before or after 
the sale we do not know.
